Taxpayers are rebellious 


WASHINGTON ~ The Internal’ 


Revenue Service is supposed to give 
ulcers, not get them, But Uncle 
Sam’s |tax collectors have discov- 
ered a trend in recent years. that 
disturbs. them mightily: More and 
More Americans think the income 
es ‘unfair and resent the share 
‘e expected to cough up. 
"Ghat’s what President Bisagan 
has been reiterating as he seeks 
support for his tax reform proposal. 
But the IRS came to its conclusion 
earlier. In an unpublished “‘strate- 
gic plan” prepared last year, which 
our jate Donald | Goldberg 
obtained, the IRS had this to say 
about “voluntary compliance” and 
the lack thereof: 

“Taxpayers are becoming better 
informed about the existence of tax 
abuses (tax shelters and the like), 
the extent of tax cheating and the 

difficulty for government fo detect 

ahd deal. wit tax abuses,” the 

report explains. “‘Consequently, tax- 

payers in general ‘are becoming 

more inclined to avoid and evade 

taxes [through such means as are 
|. available to them.” 

The change in attitude the IRS 
has detected runs deer ‘axpayers 
are exhibiting a declining respect 
for and reliance on ‘the law’ and 
government in general,” the report 

\ warns. “A ‘decay in’ the’ social 
- contract’ is detectable; thete is a 
. growing feeling, particularly 

ele middle-income paxpa ers, 
that they are not getting back, from 
society’ and government,’ their 
money’s* worth for taxes pais: fed 
They exhibit a declining willingness. 
to pay the share of governmental 
expenditures (including expendi-, 
tures they may strongly disagree 
with) which government says. is 
theirs|to pay,” 

‘The! result has been a growing 
“tax ae ” caused by individuals and 
corporations dealing in the “‘under- 

round economy” — either paying 

in cash or bartering for services 
‘land not reporting the transactions 
at tax time, Some of these tax 
cheaters under-report their income 

. drastically; others simply don’t file 

tax returns at all. 
* The! “tax gap" was estimated at 
$55 billion in 1981, By 1990, the IRS

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calculaies, the ‘Treasury will be 
cheated out of $98 billion a year. 

One idea the IRS has in mind is 
trying ‘to establish whether penal- 
ties are effective in increasing our 
ability to reach non-compliant 
small-business taxpayers whose 
returns are not usually selected for 
examination.” 

Another initiative . will try to 
unmask self-employed “potential” 
taxpayers who don’t file returns, 
“by selecting a random sample 
from commercial lists of individu- 
als who have high incomes but. who 
are not shown (on IRS files).”” 

The IRS will also try ‘to enhance 
the public’s awareness of the seri- 
ousness of tax cheating and the 
importance of compliante with the 
tax system.” 

CRUEL HOAX: “Being in Prison 
is the effect of the emotional prob- 
lem which qualify’s you for Emo- 
tional Disability.” 

This was the advice offered to ex- 
convicts on a leaflet that recently 
arrived in our office. The documegt 
went on to list the ‘New Legislative 
Unemployment Insurance Benefits” 
available to ex-cons under “Bill of 
Rights 4190” for prisoners. Accord- 
ing to the leaflet, felons returning 
to society can collect more than 
$500 per month. 

There are, of course, no ‘“‘emo- 
tional disability” benefits available 
for ex-convicts. ‘ 

Our reporter Mark Woolley 
tracked the spurious leaflet to the 
Southeastern Training Center in 
Lancaster, Ohio, where |an official 
labeled it'a scam. It is| now being 
investigated.

Hospice program means care 


In her book The Hospice Move- 
ment, Sandol Stoddard refers to-a 
place on the Isle of Rhodes thaf once 
was a hospital. Here, for thei first 
time, patients with’ incufablé 
diseases, were separated from all 


other patients. They lived in a group , 


of quiet rooms clustered around a 
balcony reserved for pilgrim} and 
travelers and where swallows flew 
in and out. Though small, the jooms 
were airy and painted a goldem hue} 
These. special patients were peing 


the corner into the unknown —|alive, 
eveh though they were trateling 
towards a certain end. How different 
this is from our present concppt of. 
dying patients and the surroundings 
we provide for them. While we do 
provide hospice care for the dying — 


primarily_terminal cancer patients ~ 


— 1 cannot say we really dea} with 
dying. Rather, we are concerned 
with living, taking every moment of 
life that is given and receiving it as a 
gift. . 

I -have had many unanswered 
questions about suffering and Hines 
but over the years have come to 
realize that for most of these’ ther¢ 
are no satisfactory answers. Even if 
there were, it would change nathing: 
As a volunteer chaplain for Hdspice, 
Ihave spent many hours sharing the 
last journey of a life with patients 
and their families. I also havp seen 
many patients separated from fami- 
ly, homes and loved ones because it 
was not possible or they djd not 
choose to remain in their hones for 
the fina] phase of their illness. For 
them there always is loneliness. 
Even clergy. and church-people 
seem to run or stay away from) these 
parishioners, when they are needed 
the most. “To Make the Way Less 
Lonely’’ are the words one bumper 
sticker uses to describé Hpaplee: 
Many hands and hearts and ears are 





needed to make the way less lonely, 
for these terminal patients. 

i Nursing care is.not too difficult to 
obtain, but listening ears and com- 
passionate hearts are. Hospice con- 
cern is for families as well as for pa- 
tients, because so often in the last 
stages Of illness the family, too, is in 
need of help. Death vigils can be 
lonely, lengthy and fearsome, as 
well as fraught with great anxiety. 
The family needs to express these 
feelings to someone who 
understands. Hospice folk have a 
huge storehouse of understanding. 
They have been there 

AS hospital programs continue to 
change and patients more frequent- 
ly are cared for in their homes, more 
help is needed by families and 
caregivers. | look for: this help to 
come from the local churches. For 
example, Eunice Wilkerson, a 
member of the congregation I serve, 
“adopted? a young man who was a 
Hospice patient. She became the 
mother he had lost at-an early age.

Belleville West grabbed five 
first-place finishes out of a possible 
15 sports during the course of the 
school year to win the Southwestern 
Conference All-Sports Trophy. 

It was.the 12th straight year that 
the Maroons have clinched the honor 
as best of the Southwestern Confer- 
ence. The last team to win the SWC 
All-Sports Trophy was Granite City, 
the last year the Warriors were in 
the league before leaving for the 
Gateway East Conference. 

The Maroons, who finished first in 
high school boys cross country, golf, 
volleyball, softball and boys tennis, 
collected 66 conference points 
enroute to their first-place finish in 
the final league standings. Belleville 
East was second while the Warriors, 
completing in their first full-season 
in the SWC since leaving the league 


~42-y ago, finish€d third with 55 


points Other finishers were East St 
Louis, fourth, Alton, fifth, and Col- 
linsville rounded out the SWC stan- 
dings in sixth place.
